SOME ACTIONS OF THE ASSEMBLY 





Notice No. 1 


The 22nd Annual Assembly in ses- 
sion passed a ruling that all minis- 
ters must pay tithes. 

Since they are required that they 
pay tithes before receiving their cre- 
dentials they must continue to tithe 
to hold them. 

Remember that this is not Lee’s 
orders but the order of the Assembly, 
not only the order of the Assembly, 
but the Word of' God, since the Word 
requires us to be examples to others. 
—F. J. Lee. 


No. 2. 


A ruling was passed that the mis- 
sion fund be known not as home and 
foreign mission funds but only mission 
fund. 


The manner of raising this fund is 
that collections should be taken in 
each local church, equal to the amount 
of five percent of the tithes collect- 
ed in each local church. 

Fifty percent of the amount raised 
is to be sent to the General Secre- 
tary for the use of the Mission Board 
to be disbursed at the direction of 
the General Overseer. The amount 
sent to the General Secretary should 
go with your monthly report. 

The other fifty percent is to be 
kept in the state of which the money 
is collected, to be used in promoting 
the work in that respective state. 

The disbursement of this fund is 
to be directed by the state overseer 
and two bishops. If there are no 
bishops he may use deacons. 

Each state overseer should appoint 
a treasurer to handle this fund.—F. J. 
Lee. 

No. 3, 
Our colored brethren were in at- 





tendance at the Assembly and asked 
to have the decision of last Assem- 
bly repealed which asked for them 
to have a general assembly of their 
own and have the exctustve use of 
their own tithes. 


The Assembly acted on their sug- 
gestion repealing the former action 
and placed them back in the Church 
of God Assembly as before with the 
exception that the entire colored 
work in the states have a _ colored 
overseer working in harmony with the 
General Overseer.—F. J. Lee. 


No. 4, 


It was agreed that in sending money 


to Headquarters you should address 
either Church of Gog General Secre- 
tary or Church of God Publishing 
House. This should be done to elimi- 
Nate any confusion that might arise. 
—F. J. Lee. 


No. 5. 


Since the court has decided entirely 
in our favor it becomes necessary 
that we make special efforts to take 
cate of the obligations of the Church.

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THE THROBBING

...‘For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten SON that 
whosoever believeth in him should 
not perish, but have everlasting life.” 
John 3:16. 

I believe we can safely say that 
this verse is the throbbing heart of 
the Bible. If the limb of a compass 
was put on that verse, and a circle 
drawn around it, I believe it would 
encircle the whole Bible. This verse 
should be repeated by every believer 
every day of his life. I wish I could 
write it across the face of the skies 
in gold letters so large that every 
eye could see it, and with such force 
that every blind man could feel it. 


Sin is in the hearts of all mankind 
and must be atoned for. The expense 
of it must fall upon the sinner’s head 
to his eternal damnation, if not aton- 
ed for by the precious Blood of Je- 
sus. You may look for the BLOOD in 
this message. If I have a hobby, the 
BLOOD is my hobby. I cannot live, 
preach or write without it, in it is 
life and without it on the soul, is 
eternal damnation. Oh Glory! The 
waves of GRACE are flooding my 
soul this morning as I think of the 
LOVE of God and the BLOOD of 
His SON. God’s LOVE for us brought 
the BLOOD for our SOULS and the 
BLOOD on our SOULS brings divine 
LOVE in our hearts. 


Remembering our text, let us no- 
tice the gift and giver: “GOD SO 
LOVED THE WORLD, THAT HE 
GAVE HIS ONLY BEGOTTEN SON.” 
Beloved, there is nothing like it; we 
cannot find an appropriate illustra- 
tion, because no two human beings 
sustain the relationship to each oth- 
er as God the Father and the Son do 
in the mysterious unity of the trinity. 
You see that God in giving His SON, 
gave Himself also, as God was in 
Christ; reconciling the world unto 
Himself, that He might meet the 
claims of justice and pave the way 
for a full salvation by the BLOOD of 
His dear SON. There is one illustra- 
tion that comes to us thru ancient 
history, that might throw some light 
on this subject. We read that Zelochs, 
the king of the Lecrians, found that 
his government was being destroyed 
by adultry and he made a law, that 
if any one again committed this deed, 
they shoulq have both eyes put out. 
His own son was the first to break 
the law; yet Jesus broke no law. 
Now what should the king do? His 





_.fatherly heart pleaded for mercy for 


his son. His kingly heart said NO, 
stand by your law to retrieve its 
honor. Now he reflected, “If I put out 
the eyes of my boy they will call me 
cruel.” That is what people are say- 
ing today. They say God did not give 
His Son to be cruelly crucified and 
to shed His blood for us; they say 
that would be a slaughter house re 
ligion. If that be true then, I praise 
God for the slaughter house on Gol- 
gotha’s brow. Thank God for the} 
agony in Gethsemane for without it | 
we would have been lost for ever. 
With it we are saved to the utter- 
most; S-A-V-E-D to sin no more. 
Now on the other hang the king re- 
flected, “If I do not inflict the penalty, 
they will say I made a law without 
first considering its bearings. They 
will say I would not vindicate my 
law.” That is what many are saying 
today. They say God will not cast a 
man out into eternal punishment be- 
cause it would be unjust. But “The 
soul that sinneth it shall die,” and 
this law has not been repealed, but 
Jesus stood in our stead and died for 
every one who will accept him as the 
all-atoning substitute. Well, what 


~s should the king do? This is what he 


did: He first had one of his own 
eyes put out, then he had one of his 
son’s eyes put out. Now make the 
application. Do you believe God did 
not suffer with Jesus in giving Him 
to make the atonement due to law? 
Let us look at Him as He hangs be- 
tween the two crosses. We hear His 
heart cry, “My God! My God! why 
hast thou forsaken me?” meaning 
that God had for the time being for- 
saken Him. Do you believe it? Lis- 
ten! As Jesus hangs here on the 
cross, He has the sins of the whole 
world on Him, and as God will not 
countenance sin in the least degree 
in anyone, He turns His head, that 
Jesus might bear our sins on Cal- 
vary’s tree.

Now let us notice the motive that 
led to this gift. It was L-O-V-E; God 
so loved the world. Who? The world. 
Thank God, He so loved the drunkard, 
the gambler and the woman of the 
streets, yea, He loved them so much 
that He gave His only begotten Son 
to die that they might live forever 
more, and let me say to you that love 





is measured by only one thing and 
that is the sacrifice that it will make. 
If love was measured by a straight 
line, sacrifice would be the last point 
in that line. No one loves you who 
will not sacrifice for you. While you 
were prosperous and well and every- 
thing going well, people came around 
and patted you on the back and called 
you friend. But that was not the 
slightest evidence of a friend. Let the 
tide turn; let fortune take wings and 
fly away; let sickness come and dis- 
honor smite your name and blast 
your reputation, then see who is 
your friend; see who will stand by 
you and call you friend. Oh God give 
us LOVE. Let us test our love by our 
dear old mother’s love. Suppose I 
should tell you that your mother does 
not love you? I am sure you would 
say, “I know my mother loves me. 
She cheerfully went down into the 
very jaws of death to vbring me 
into this world, she faithfully hovered 
over my cradle like a guarding angel. 
Yea, she let the roses fade from her 
cheeks and furrows came across her 
brow. There never was a moment 
that my dear mother would not pour 
out her life’s blood for me. I tell you 
my mother loves me. I know from the 
sacrifice which she has made for me.” 
Oh look my friend and brother, what 
sacrifice God made for us. He gave 
the brightest jewel of heaven for our 
sin cursed Christ denying souls. Oh 
the depth of God’s love for a sinning 
world! Are you ever tempted to think 
that God does not love you? When 
things are not going well, when it 
seems that friends and loved ones 
have forsaken you and you are walk- 
ing alone seemingly; when you are 
tempted to think this, just come to 
this text and stand upon Calvary’s 
summit, look upon the tragedy of 
the cross and say to yourself, “Oh 
this is the measure of God’s love for 
me. This terrible scene proves His 
love for me.” Now stand upon John 
3:16 and plead the BLOOD, accept 
the atonement, shine and_ shout, 
“Hurray, Hurray for Jesus, the all- 
conquering King.” 


Now let us notice to whom this 
gift was given. Some say that God 
gave His Son only for the saved; 
they say He forgave sins before He 
died, which He did, but let us see, 
did you not know that if He died only 
to sanctify believers that it would 
paralyze faith with us and defeat the 
entire plan of salvation. Our text does 
not read, God gave His only begotten 
Son that believers might be perfect- 
ed, but that sinners should not per- 
ish, but have everlasting life. I thank 
God for that word WORLD, that in- 
cludes me. Again, I thank God for the 
word WHOSOEVER in my text, which 
means me and means you too. I had 
rather see the word WHOSOEVER in 
this text than my name, because there 
are other people named Robert Hill. 
I will give you an illustration. Some 
years ago there was a pardon put in 
the hands of the chaplain of the priso 
of the State of Illinois. He was to 
announce to the prisoners at the 
next chapel service, the pardon of 
Ruben Johnson who had been = sen- 
tenced for life and had been there 
nineteen years. So the chaplain arose 
and read as soon as they were seated, 
“Ruben Johnson you are free.” Ruben 
Johnson sitting there in the audi- 
ence, looked around to see who it 
could be, he reflected, “I am _ here 
for life and surely it is not me. There 
must be another Ruben Johnson.” 
But the chaplain said ‘You Ruben, 
you right there, you are free.” Now 
suppose the chaplain should have 
said, ‘Whosoever believes it, he is 
free.” Don’t you think everyone in the 
audience would have jumped up and 
claimed their liberty? The universal- 
ists say that Jesus died for everyone 
and everyone will be saved, but that 
is the rash conclusion. That does not 
go in our text. Our text says. that 
WHOSOEVER BELIEVETH, and 
whether you and I are ever saved, de- 
pends upon whether or not we BE- 
LIEVE. The atoning work within it- 
self simply gave God a chance to of- 
fer salvation to everyone. It simply 
removed and set aside the difficulty 
that arose in the nature of God’s law. 
“The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 
It did not set aside the law, but the 
difficulty was removed and he now 
makes the offer to everyone that BE- 
LIEVETH and complies with His con- 
ditions. WHOSOEVER complies with 
them shall not perish but have EV- 
ERLASTING life. The conditions 
certainly are repentance from sin and 
a full pardon following, giving to the 
individual a vital, heart revelation of 
the Christ of Calvary. 

I will give you another illustration: 
One time years ago, in the State of 
Missouri the bushwhackers, or out- 
laws, got so fearless and desparate, 
that they would come out into the 
road and murder women and children 
to accomplish their purpose. The 
government sent an army of soldiers 
to break up the practice of lawless- 
ness. They dealt with them by court 
marshall and there was a man to be 
shot who had a large family. There 
was a young man by the name of Wil- 
lie Lear who went to the captain and 
said, “Let me die in his stead. I have 
no family and he has.” The captain 
thinking that no one would be_ so 
foolish to do such a thing, consented. 
When the time came, this young man 
stepped up and was shot down. There 
is a monument erecteq there, dedi- 
cated “Sacred to the memory of Wil- 





lie Lear.” Now suppose the condemn- 
ed man should have said, “no sir! I 
refuse to accept the substitute. I am 
the same outlaw that I was. before 
Willie Lear died for me.” Don’t you 
know that the government would have 


said, “we will make short work of 
you; we will put an end to you here; 
though Willie Lear did die for you.” 
That is just what every weary sin- 
sick, sin-cursed soul is doing who re- 
fuses to accept the One who came all 
the way from Heaven and said, “Let 
me die; let me go to Calvary; let me 
spill my life BLOOD that ever way- 
faring, sin-sick, fallen, depraveq son 
and daughter of Adam’s race shall 
not perish but have EVERLASTISG 
LIFE.” I see Him as He shoves the 
plane in the little village carpenter’s 
shop. I see him as He does chores for 
His mother. I see Him at the age of 
thirty years, the age requirement for 
all Jewish priests, coming to John the 
Baptist to be baptized of him. I see 
John as he preaches to the multitudes 
saying, “Repent for the Kingdom of 
heaven is at hand; make straight 
paths for your feet.” All at once 
John’s attention is arrested and he 
mounts upon a rock, points with the 
index finger and joyfully exclaims, 
“Behold the Lamb of God, which tak- 
eth away the sin of the world.” I 
see them meet and embrace each 
other and lovingly greet each other 
with the HOLY KISS. I see Him led 
out into the wilderness to be tor- 
mented forty days by the devil. I see 
Him using the blessed Word of God 
and meeting every onslaught and 
finally defeating him with the naked 
Word of God. Here alone, no one to 
cook His food, no mother to love Him, 
no friends to cheer Him on. I ex- 
claim, “Oh God, this was for me and 
how am I treating Him and His loved 
ones today! Thirty years of suffering 
and discipline for three years of sen 
vice, to end on the Roman cross.” 


Thank God this great salvation 
bought by the giving of God’s Son, 
thru the BLOOD spilled on the cross, 
is a VITAL union of the soul thru 
living faith with Jesus Christ. No 
more theories, no more ritualistic 
observances, no more orthodox 
dogma, no more handshook and 
waterlogged subjects, no more guess 
work now in this text, but a PER- 
SONAL, VITAL HEART REVELA- 
TION. Yea, a REVEALED religion to 
the individual HEART, and we joy: 
fully exclaim “One thing I know that 
whereas I WAS blind NOW I SEE. 
Yea, a perfect HEART knowledge of 
a PERSONAL Savior. I am glad that 
God so loved us that He gave His 
Son that we might be delivered from 
every sin and made as white as snow. 
Oh beloved, what wonderful truth, 
what glorious insight, what encour- 
agement this throbbing heart of the 
Bible gives us, insuring us that who- 
soever BELIEVETH in Him shall not 
perish but have EVERLASTING 
LIFE. Here is the last truth in our 
text, EVERLASTING LIFE. Just 
think of it “LIFE, ETERNAL LIFE, 
living with our heavenly King for 
ever and ever. The power of Grace 
will reach every mother’s son and 
daughter who BELIEVETH. 

Here is a devoted father and moth- 
er with one son and as he grows to 
manhood, he prodigalizes his life and 
sinks deep in sin; he tramples the 
mercy of God and walks over his 
mother’s prayers. Finally he brings 
her to a premature grave. One night 
his loving father says, “Son, won’t 
you stay with me tonight? You have 
not stayed a night at home _ since 
your mother died. Please stay with 
father tonight.” Thus the _ father 
pleads with the weary sin-cursed, fal- 
len boy; the boy curses and swears 
in his face and avows he will have 
his way. The father throws his pros- 
trate form across the threshold and 
says if you leave this house tonight 
you will walk over the body of your 
broken hearted father. The son can 
go no farther, here he realizes that 
father LOVES him and surrenders 
and gives his heart to God. Oh what 
a time I imagine they had, shouting 
over that SAVED soul. 

Beloved it is LOVE that wins souls 
for Christ: it was LOVE that prompt- 
ed God to give His Son; it is LOVE 
that the world needs; it is LOVE 
that the Church needs to help save 
a lost world. The LOVE TRAGEDY 
OF THE CROSS! Thru LOVE to sac- 
rifice,thru sacrifice to Heaven. Oh 
what joy when we get up there and 
see the Prince of Peace, the everlast- 
ing Father, the mighty God, the rock 
in the weary land, the rock of ages, 
the cleff for me. 

Now every one who refuses to ac- 
cept the atoning substitute and whol- 
ly follow Him is walking over His 
prostrate form, who threw Himself 
between you and an angry God, and 
paved the way for a full salvation 
from ALL sin.

FOSTORIA, O.—For twenty-eight 
years I was a Salvationist and for 
seventeen years was an officer (min- 
ister). God wonderfully blessed wife 
and I. The Army sent me to France 
on war work duty ang while there 
souls were saved at the front. Five 
hundred boys gave their hearts to 
God. I thought I was all right for 
Heaven, but found I was kicking 
against God. My conduct was as 1 
Sam. 2:29-30. I preached and warned 
my soldiers not to go to the tongue 
church, that it was of the devil. 

Two years ago I resigned my posi- 
tion with the Army and went to 
preach for the United Brethren.
